You  can’t  have  your  cake  and  eat  it,  too,  if 
you  want  to  win  a  tough  match  on  the  tennis 
court,  according  to  Alice  Marble,  the  glamour 
girl  of  (ennis.  She  believes  that  what  you  eat  has 
a  lot  to  do  with  how  you  do  in -your  job,  whether 
it’s  tennis  or  train-calling,  howling  or  banking. 

Many  players  are  apt  not  to  eat  Ihe  right 
•things,  says  Miss  Marble,  and  make  the  mistake 
of  choosing  “heavy”  foods  before  play,  instead 
of  protein-rich  meat  and  vitamin-rich  vegetables. 
Her  personal  diet;  is  designed  to  make  her  feel 
strong  before  it  tennis  match,  she  says.

He  recommends  that  the 
collector;  first,  obtain  a  quadrangle- 
map  from  the  nearest  U.  S.  Geolog¬ 
ical  Survey  office  of  the  area  to 
be  covered;  second,  go  as  near  to 
selected  location  as  possible  in  a 
car;  third,  take  along  heavy  shoes, 
hammer,  steel  chisel,  prospector’s 
pick,  match  boxes  with  cotton  for. 
collecting  the  special  specimens, 
sack  for  rough  specimens,  and 
dynamite  if  specimens  are  not  read¬ 
ily  at  hand. 

Stream  Beds  Are  Goad  for  Start 

The  best  areas,  according  te 
Criss,  for  the  most  interesting 
specimens -arc  places  where  there  is 
exposed  granite  or  igneous  rocks. 
When  in  such  an  area  the  best 
place  to  start  is  along  a  stream 
bed.  for  here  one  may  find  evidence 
of  certain  minerals  which  may  be 
present  in  the  surroundings. 

Criss  points  out  that  since  north¬ 
west  Missouri  is  formed  from  gla¬ 
cial  deposits,  'there  are  few  miner¬ 
als  present  of  value  to  collectors, 
but  the  area  is  rich  in  fossil  re¬ 
mains,  and  thus  presents  a  chal¬ 
lenge  to  such  collectors. 

Aside  from  the  healthful  values 
of  such  a  hobby,  Criss  asserts,  there 
is  always  that  lingering  possibility 
of  finding  hidden  wealth  in  the 
form  or  gold,  uranium,  and  similar 
precious  minerals.

Further  Training  of  Superior 
Students  Is  to  Be  Encouraged 


These  recommendations,  not  yet- 
regulations,  are  intended  to  protest 
the  national  interest  by  providing 
for  the  further  training  of  those 
students  whose  potential  abilities 
attested  by  a  superior  score  on  a 
general  aptitude  test  and  whose  ed¬ 
ucational  progress  to  date  is  es¬ 
tablished  by  a  superior  academic 
record.  No  attempt  is  made  to  des¬ 
ignate  any  specific  college  curricu¬ 
lum  or  graduate  program  of  in¬ 
struction  as  essential  or  as  war¬ 
ranting  consideration  over  the 
above  that  given  any  other  curric¬ 
ulum. 

1.  There  should  be  established' 
within  the  present  Selective  Service 
regulations  a  special  class  of  regis¬ 
trants  (perhaps  designated  Glass 
II- A  (s)  In  which  there  should  be 
placed  any  registrant  whose'dempn- 
strated  educational  aptitude  is  such 
that  it  is  deemed  necessary  that 
his  pre-professional  or  professional 
training  program  be  continued  in 
order  to  increase  Ills  potential  val¬ 
ue  -to  the  national  health,  safety 
and  interest. 

2.  Educational  aptitude  should  be 
defined  as  a  specific  minimum  score 
on  a  general  classification  test  and 
a  record  of  previous  educational  ac¬ 
complishment  sufficiently  high  to 
indicate  special  promise  of  eventual 
scientific,  professional  or  special¬ 
ized  competence. 

For  the  present,  the  Committees 
recommend  the  following  specific 
provisions : 

(a)  To  be  eligible  for  classification 
in  tho  proposed  Class  TIA  (s),  a 
student  must  have  a  score  on  a 
general  aptitude  test  equivalent  to 
a  score  of  120  or  'above  on  the  Army 
General  Classification  Test. 

(b)  To  be  eligible  for  such  classi¬ 
fication  he  must  also  be  certified  by 
the  school,  college  or  university  au¬ 
thorities  as  giving  promise  of  def¬ 
inite  progress  In  higher  education;’ 
such  certificates  may  be  Issued  on¬ 
ly  in  the  following  cases,  the  certi¬ 
ficate  stating  in  each  case  the  re¬ 
levant  limitation: 

i)  If  the  registrant  Is  a  student 
in  high  school  or  preparatory  school, 
his  record  to  date  must  be  accept¬ 
able  for  admission  to  one  or  more 
accredited-  colleges  or  universities. 
(An  accredited  college  or  university, 
ns  herein  interpreted,  is  one  -which 
offers  an  educational  program  lead¬ 
ing  to  an  academic  degree  at  the 
end  of  four  years  and  which  is  • 
approved  by  the  Department  of  Ed¬ 
ucation  in  the  state  or  territory  in 
which  it  is  located.  Teachers  col¬ 
leges  and  Junior  colleges  are  in¬ 
cluded' within  the  meaning  of  this" 
recommendation  when  their  stu¬ 
dents  conform’to  the  limitations  set

ii) '  If  the  registrant  is  a  full-time 
first  ' year  student  (freshman),  he 
must  be  enrolled  in  a  curriculum 
which  leads,  either  in  the  same  or  - 
after  transfer,  in  -another  institu¬ 
tion,  to  a  degree  granted  normally 
at  the  end  of  at  least  four' years  of’ 
college  work.

Was  With  U.  S.  Navy  Band 

In  1945  Stan  was  called  back  to 
Washington,  D.  C.,  and  served  as 
trombonist  with  the  United  States 
Navy  Band. 

After  a  year  with  the  band,  Stan 
was  sent  to  Hunter  College  in  New 
York  City  as  composer  and  arran¬ 
ger  for  the  U.  S.  Navy’s  “Waves  cn 
Parade"  program  which  was,  heard 
coast-to-coast  twice  weekly  over 
the  Columbia  Broadcasting  System. 

In  1946  Stan  received  his  honor¬ 
able  discharge  from  the  navy,  and 
his  next  musical'  venture  -w'a'S  to  en¬ 
roll  in  the 'Manhattan  Conservatory 
of  Music.
